ed by the brotherhoods, the railroads 
should receive encouragement in or- 
der to meet the needs of the country," 
he said. "Such an extra burden as is 
contemplated by this eight-hour de- 
mand would not only rut off all pos- 
sibility of dividends and extensions^ 
but throw a number of western rail- 
roads into receiverships and cripple 
their usefulness to the territory 
serve."
